AND VOID (SEE REFTEL). 

4. PRIVATE, LARGEST CIRCULATION UNITED DAILY NEWS 
(320,000 ESTIMATE) IN ONLY INITIAL EDITORIAL COMMENT 
GAVE SIX-POINT ANALYSIS: (1) COMMUNIQUE APPARENTLY 
FOLLOWS SAME FORMULA AS SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE, INTONING 
SEPARATELY U.S.-PEKING POSITIONS AND REPEATING MOST OF
